In  1984  the  Goshen  Police  Department  handled  118  incidents.  Patrol  time  has 
been  kept  at  a  reasonable  frequency  to  insure  safety  and  security  to  the  town. 

I  would  Hke  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  importance  of  using  the  correct  road 
names.  The  road  from  Rte.  10  to  Sunapee  is  "Brook  Road."  The  dirt  road  from 
Backside  Inn  around  Rand  Pond  is  "Rand  Pond  Road."  This  mix-up  could  and  does 
cause  time  delays  with  responding  emergency  units  as  well  as  normal  deliveries  and 
visits. 

Also  please  use  the  emergency  phone  number,  543-1233,  as  this  number  is  manned 
24  hours  a  day. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  pass  along  a  few  words  about  the  use  of  the  Gun- 
nison Lake  area.  Water  Resources  does  not  want  any  motorized  vehicles  on  the  slopes 
of  the  dam  or  surrounding  landscape  in  the  winter  with  snow  cover.  There  are  to 
be  no  motorized  vehicles  on  the  land  in  the  summer  except  for  the  access  road  and 
parking  lot  when  open.

In  1984  your  fire  department  responded  to  28  calls  recorded  as  follows:  Struc- 
ture 1,  Chimney  12,  Grass  &  Brush  4,  Dump  1,  Mutual  Aid  6,  Vehicle  1,  Auto  Acci- 
dent 3.  Estimated  fire  loss  in  Goshen  was  $45,700.00.  A  total  of  21 1  men  responded 
representing  278  man  hours  of  service  fighting  fire.  Records  show  over  500  hours 
of  time  contributed  to  clean  up,  training  and  meetings. 

Our  annual  auction  and  other  fund  raising  activities  have  earned  $2,200.00  (net) 
for  our  equipment  fund.  When  you  do  your  spring  cleaning,  please  remember  our 
auction  and  give  us  a  call  at  863-2055  or  863-3143  if  you  have  something  to  donate. 
We  pick  up  year  round 

We  have  put  grid  incident  report  maps  on  the  front  burner  for  1985  and  1  will 
be  explaining  the  essentials  and  the  necessity  of  the  project  at  town  meeting.  These 
maps  will  aid  all  responding  emergency  services  (Ambulance,  Police,  Fire  Depart- 
ment, etc.)  to  locate  reported  emergencies  and  respond  quicker  and  with  more 
accuracy. 

By  the  time  this  report  is  printed  we  will  have  purchased  a  very  good,  used 
pumper-tanker  to  upgrade  the  department.  Our  plan  is  to  deadline  the  1942  Chevy 
pumper  for  repairs  and  improvements.  When  the  Chevy  pumper  is  back  in  service 
the  Ford  tanker  will  be  turned  back  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  This  plan  will 
allow  us  to  respond  to  an  incident  with  3  pumpers  and  3,800  gallons  of  water.  Our 
present  status  is  2  pumpers  and  2,250  gallons  of  water. 

I  want  to  stress  again,  to  report  a  fire  in  Goshen,  dial  542-5155,  give  your  emergen- 
cy message  to  the  dispatcher  and  we  will  be  notified  by  radio  pager.  Please  remember, 
542-5155  is  the  number  to  call  to  report  a  FIRE  EMERGENCY  ONLY.  For  burning 
permits  call  Forest  Warden  Arthur  Nelson  at  863-1509.  For  all  other  information 
and  fire  department  business,  call  863-2055  or  863-3143. 

Please  accept  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers  and  firefighters  of  the  depart- 
ment for  their  many  hours  of  work  and  participation,  a  special  thanks  to  the  wives 
and  families  for  sharing  them  with  us  while  they  are  away  from  home,  and  to  the 
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dispatchers,  auction  crew,  town  officials  and  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  for  the 
help  and  cooperation  given  to  make  the  Goshen  Volunteer  Fire  Department  a  very 
effective  service  to  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  has  completed  a  busy  year.  After  the  1984  Town  Meeting 
the  Board  organized  itself  and  attempted  to  define  a  role  for  itself.  To  that  end,  it 
conducted  a  public  hearing  whereby  citizens  of  the  town  could  express  their  concerns 
regarding  the  Board  itself  and  the  various  regulations  which  the  Board  has  a  respon- 
sibility to  administer. 

The  Board  has  attempted  to  be  responsive  to  the  feedback  received  from  the 
citizens  of  Goshen.  A  sincere  attempt  has  been  made  to  assist  applicants  or  petitioners 
to  the  Board  in  framing  their  requests  and  completing  legal  requirements.  We  have 
attempted  to  reduce  the  number  of  hearings  required,  especially  for  minor  subdivi- 
sions. We  have  also  spent  many  extra  hours  discussing  and  proposing  revisions  to 
our  Subdivision,  Zoning  and  Master  Plan  documents. 

The  major  problems  facing  the  Planning  Board  are: 

1.  Members.  We  need  a  full  complement  of  regular  and  alternate  members 
of  the  Board.  There  is  more  than  enough  work  to  keep  everyone  busy. 

2.  Time.  The  work  load  of  the  Board  takes  an  enormous  amount  of  time, 
between  public  hearings  and  discussions  of  revisions  of  planning,  zoning  and 
master  plan  documents.  We  would  welcome  additional  citizen  involvement  to 
help  us  work  through  some  of  these  tasks. 

3.  Clerical.  In  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town  it  is  important  that 
all  public  hearings  be  recorded  and  properly  written  up.  The  number  of  cases 
we  deal  with  greatly  exceeds  our  current  clerical  budget.  This  past  year,  over 
half  the  year  we  used  volunteer  clerical  help.  While  the  Board  can  set  a  fee  schedule 
that  can  require  the  applicant  to  pay  clerical  costs,  such  "in-and-out"  costs  would 
have  to  be  built  into  the  budget  of  the  Planning  Board.  Does  the  Town  wish 
to  have  us  charge  these  clerical  costs,  or  does  it  wish  to  appropriate  funds  so 
that  applicants  are  only  paying  for  the  legal  notices  and  registered  mail  notices 
to  abbutors  as  presently  done? 

We  must  have  a  Master  Plan  completed  by  the  end  of  this  year  if  we  are  to  keep 
our  own  zoning  and  subdivision  regulations.  Without  zoning  and  subdivision  regula- 
tions the  Town  would  be  open  to  unregulated  development,  both  residential  and  com- 
mercial, that  could  completely  change  the  rural  characteristics  we  all  appreciate. 
Regulations  will  not  prevent  development.  Goshen  is  going  to  grow  and  develop  over 
the  next  25  years.  Our  objective  is  to  control  that  development  so  that  businesses 
can  grow  next  to  other  businesses  and  houses  grow  next  to  other  houses  and  not  in- 
terfere with  each  other.  We  must  protect  our  water  supplies  and  septic  systems  so 
they  don't  conflict.  We  must  try  to  be  sure  that  new  houses  don't  grow  faster  than 
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our  ability  to  finance  new  schools  and  roads.  That  is  the  job  of  the  Planning  Board, 
to  help  Goshen  grow  and  develop  in  a  way  that  will  protect  our  resources  and  smooth 
out  the  demands  for  services  that  will  affect  our  tax  rate.

SULLIVAN  COUNTY  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT 

1984  Annual  Report  of  Activities 

After  experiencing  a  number  of  setbacks  early  in  the  year  which  created  delays 
and  significant  changes  from  previous  plans,  the  District,  together  with  the  Southern 
Windsor/ Windham  Counties  Solid  Waste  Management  District  and  Clarke-Kenith, 
is  now  approaching  a  bond  sale  and  subsequent  construction  of  a  waste-to-energy 
facility. 

During  January  Keene  decided  not  to  join  the  Sullivan  County  District  and  a 
Federal  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  application  was  turned  down.  At  a  Joint 
Meeting  with  the  Southern  Windsor/Windham  Counties  District  in  February  the 
District  Committee  decided  to  request  a  new  proposal  from  Clarke-Kenith  and  a  com- 
petitive proposal  from  Vicon  Recovery  Systems  for  a  smaller  facility  more  closely 
matching  the  quantity  of  waste  available  from  existing  District  towns. 

The  decision  to  request  new  proposals  gave  the  Districts  time  to  investigate  other 
sites  in  Claremont  that  would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  residents  of  Claremont.  The 
Claremont  City  Council  agreed  to  support  a  site  located  in  an  area  zoned  for  industry 
in  Southwest  Claremont,  east  of  the  Joy  Foundry.  Revisions  to  the  environmental 
impact  assessment  were  subsequently  made,  with  the  City  splitting  the  costs  of  the 
assessment  and  other  site  investigations  with  the  Districts. 

Clarke-Kenith  and  Vicon  Recovery  Systems  submitted  bid  construction  costs  and 
operating  proposals  to  the  Districts  during  May.  Differences  in  projected  disposal 
costs  were  less  than  two  dollars  per  ton.  Clarke-Kenith  remained  the  preferred  ven- 
dor because  of  their  technology  and  financial  strength,  and  the  uncertainties  associated 
with  beginning  negotiations  with  Vicon. 

On  September  19,  1984,  the  District  signed  a  long-term  20  year  waste  disposal 
agreement  with  Clarke-Kenith  for  the  financing,  construction  and  operation  of  a  200 
ton  per  day  facility.  An  option  to  purchase  51  acres  of  land  at  the  new  location  was 
also  signed  during  September. 

Lazard  Freres  and  Company,  investment  bankers  for  Clarke-Kenith,  are  now 
in  the  final  stages  of  preparing  a  28  million  dollar  industrial  revenue  bond  sale  through 
the  New  Hampshire  Industrial  Development  Authority.  Prior  to  closing  on  the  bonds 
an  equity  commitment  ageement  must  be  signed  which  will  provide  for  the  sale  of 
the  facility  to  a  private  investor  at  the  end  of  construction.  The  sale,  together  with 
the  expected  retirement  of  certain  contingency  funds  and  bond  reserve  funds  will  leave 
approximately  16  million  dollars  in  outstanding  bonds  which  must  be  retired  during 
the  20  year  operating  period. 

The  present  schedule  calls  for  finalizing  an  agreement  with  Signal  RESCO,  the 
expected  equity  owner,  by  March  1985.  Construction  will  begin  immediately  thereafter, 
with  operation  expected  early  in  1987.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  started  this  past  year  with  five  new  members  on 
a  board  of  seven.  It  took  the  first  few  meetings  to  determine  what  the  duties  of  the 
commission  were. 
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It  was  voted  at  last  year's  town  meeting  to  determine  '''the  needs  and  costs  of 
recreation,  conservation  facilities  at  Gunnison  Lake  and  Williamson  Memorial  Park." 
The  first  priority  of  the  commission  was  to  assist  the  Selectmen  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  signing  a  lease  for  town  control  of  use  of  the  site.  After  several  public 
meetings,  with  state  and  local  officials  present,  and  after  deliberation,  the  commis- 
sion advised  the  Selectmen  to  sign  the  lease.  This  was  done  in  October  1984. 

After  a  question  and  answer  type  of  public  meeting  on  November  28,  1984,  com- 
mission members  heard  citizen's  concerns  and  ideas  regarding  use  of,  and  expenditure 
on,  the  lease  site.  The  commission  agreed  on  a  conservative  policy  in  regard  to  any 
maintenance  or  projects  at  the  site  —  any  money  spent  would  be  generated  from  the 
land  itself  (such  as  timber  cutting)  or  from  the  accumulation  of  unexpended  portions 
of  the  usual  annual  appropriation  to  the  commission.  Any  request  for  special  funds 
for  costly  projects  would  be  unfair  to  Goshen  taxpayers  at  this  time. 

Present  access  is  open  to  pedestrians  only.  The  state  requires  that  access  to  vehicles 
will  be  permitted  only  when  a  parking  area  is  designated,  and  subsequently  a  barrier 
is  placed  around  this  area  in  order  to  protect  the  spillway  and  dam  from  vehicular 
traffic. 

The  commission  is  presently  at  work  on  a  plan  for  the  lease  site.  Requests  have 
been  made  to  the  County  Forester  to  mark  trees  for  harvesting,  and  to  the  County 
Soil  Conservation  Service  for  a  parking  area  plan  (both  free  of  charge).  The  Select- 
men have  been  asked  to  initiate  an  amendment  to  limit  boats  on  Gunnison  Lake  to 
electric  motors  only.  Projected  projects  include  cleanup  of  the  picnic  area  and 
preliminary  study  for  hiking  trail  layout. 

Other  considerations  include  establishment  of  a  Park  Department  to  manage 
the  area;  a  special  Conservation  Commission  savings  fund;  update  of  wetland  map- 
ping; surface  water  studies  and  attendance  at  conservation  workshops.

UPPER  VALLEY  —  LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 

The  Upper  Valley  -  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary 
association  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake  Sunapee  areas.  Our 
thirty-one  (31)  communities  are  in  two  states  and  five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff.  Each  town 
or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and  sends  two  represen- 
tatives to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts 
the  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and  develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues 
that  are  important  to  UV-LSC  communities. 

The  upper  Valley  —  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that  brings 
towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and  pooling  their 
resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained,  professional  staff  available  to 
them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning, 
master  planning,  economic  and  community  development,  water  quality  management, 
transportation,  landscape  architecture,  housing,  capital  budgeting,  historic  preser- 
vation, downtown  revitalization,  solid  waste  planning,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  en- 
vironmental impact  analysis.  The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  these 
towns  and  cities  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  thereby  protecting 
and  furthering  the  needs  and  interests  of  our  communities. 
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The  Council  has  continued  to  expand  its  staff  capabiUties  over  the  past  year. 
Staff  members  include  Robert  Varney,  Executive  Director;  Vicki  Smith,  Senior  Plan- 
ner; Lisa  Mausolf,  Historic  Preservation  Specialist;  Gregg  Lantos,  Transportation 
Planner;  Tad  Redway,  Landscape  Architect  and  Planner;  MeUnda  Artman,  Com- 
munity Development  Coordinator;  John  Olmstead,  Housing  Rehabilitation  Specialists; 
Susan  Elder,  Economic  Development  Specialist;  Lee  Ann  Scully,  Assisstant  Plan- 
ner; Jim  KHnger,  Draftsman;  and  Barbara  Belloir,  Jeanne  Riley  and  Lori  Brown, 
Secretaries.  These  staff  members  have  greatly  expanded  the  level  and  range  of  exper- 
tise available  to  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  regional  programs  during 
the  past  year.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some  of  our  regional  activities: 

•  provided  administrative  and  planning  services  to  the  Upper  Valley  Solid  Waste 
District,  a  bi-state  district  with  15  member  communities; 

•  developed  regional  septage  management  plans  which  will  become  components 
of  the  solid  waste  plans  for  the  Sullivan  County,  Upper  Valley  and  Pemi-Baker  Solid 
Waste  Districts; 

•  prepared  a  regional  transportation  development  plan  and  participated  on  regional 
transportation  advisory  committees  (Lebanon  Regional  Airport,  Advance  Transit); 

•  continued  the  regional  historic  preservation  program,  including  historic  surveys, 
national  register  nominations  and  historic  preservation  plans; 

•  estabhshed  the  Sullivan  County  Economic  Development  Program  to  retain  and 
expand  employment  opportunities  in  SuUivan  County; 

•  completed  phase  one  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Management  Plan,  including  surveys 
of  all  properties  around  the  lake; 

•  co-sponsored  a  successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day,  ground- 
water protection  seminar  and  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series; 

•  provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to  communities, 
organizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and  consultants  for  use  in  fiscal  studies,  market 
analyses  and  grant  applications. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  prepared  applications  for  state  and 
federal  funds,  evaluated  development  proposals,  prepared  amendments  to  local  zon- 
ing, subdivision,  site  plan  review  and  other  local  regulations  and  provided  mapping, 
drafting  and  other  planning  assistance. 

The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stand  ready  to  assist  your  community  in 
addressing  the  planning  and  growth  management  issues  which  you  will  face  during 
the  coming  year.  We  also  encourage  you  to  become  more  familiar  and  involved  with 
the  Council,  since  we  are  essentially  an  arm  of  local  goverrmient  addressing  your  needs.

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NEWPORT  AREA  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY 

1984  Report 

1984  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Newport  Area  Home  Health  Agency.  There 
has  been  a  consolidation  of  the  increases  that  took  place  in  the  past  two  years  and 
some  continued  growth  in  1984  in  several  areas. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  service  added  last  year  has  filled  a  need  when  this 
special  service  is  appropriate.  Speech  Therapy  was  added  as  a  service  in  October  1984. 

The  Well  Child  Clinic  has  expanded  as  there  has  been  an  increase  in  low  income 
families  qualifying  for  this  program.  Other  clinic  activities  include  dental  clinics  for 
preschool  children,  adult  screening  and  flu  immunization. 

The  Agency  continues  to  help  families  with  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect  problems 
and  is  supported  by  the  United  Way  of  Sullivan  County.  A  low  cost  Child  Safety 
Car  Seat  Program  has  over  60  seats  out  on  loan. 

Significant  changes  are  taking  place  in  the  health  service  field.  Newport  Area 
Home  Health  Agency  is  working  with  Newport  Hospital  to  determine  how  area  health 
care  providers  can  best  meet  the  needs  of  area  citizens.  Newport  Area  Home  Health 
Agency  will  be  extending  its  hours  of  service  in  January  1985  and  then  add  more 
special  services  that  can  be  provided  in  the  home. 

The  Agency  appreciates  the  support  of  the  towns  and  will  continue  to  provide 
high-quality  home  health  care  to  the  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

TO  THE  ClTli^El^iS  05^  GOSHEN-LEMPSTER 

This  Annual  Report  contains  material  which  will  give  the  citizens  of  Goshen-Lempster 
a  good  indication  of  what  is  happening  within  the  schools.   I  hope  that  you  will  take 
the  time  to  read  the  written  reports  and  the  financial  statements  and  please  contact 
my  office  if  you  have  Questions. 

I  believe  our  schools  are  doing  an  excellent  job.  The  citizens  should  be  proud  of 
the  progress  their  schools  are  making.  This  progress  is  a  direct  result  of  liie  support 
which  the  schools  receive  from  the  community. 

There  is  however,  always  room  for  improvement.  We  are  going  to  ask  our  teachers 
and  administrators  to  take  a  serious  look  at  the  amoiint  of  instructional  time  they 
spend  with  their  students  and  specifically  how  this  time  is  used. 

It  is  important  for  our  schools  to  have  a  daily  schediile  which  allows  the  maximum 
number  of  minutes  for  instruction.  The  students  are  in  school  only  about  5^  hours  each 
day  so  the  schools  do  not  have  much  time  to  do  what  is  expected  of  them.  We  need  to 
eliminate  interruptions  during  teaching  time  and  be  very  efficient  with  non-instructional 
activities.  Our  teachers  need  to  plan  and  prepare  for  each  minute  of  instructional  time 
and  they  need  to  monitor  each  students'  progress. 

Parents  also  play  a  significant  role  in  the  education  of  their  children.  The 
opportunity  is  there  to  play  the  leading  role  in  each  childs'  development. 

I  v/ould  like  to  offer  some  suggestions  which  parents  might  use  to  assist  the 
schools  with  the  education  of  their  children: 

1.  Plan  yoxtx  vacations  so  that  a  child  has  a  chance  to  see  new  things,  new  places, 
arching  that  is  different  from  what  is  normally  seen. 

2.  Establish  a  regularly  scheduled  time  for  homework.  Provide  a  well-lifted 
work  area  with  a  good  dictionary. 

3.  Discuss  things  with  your  children.  Work  hard  to  maintain  good  open  communications 
at  an  early  age.  This  will  help  when  there  is  a  crisis. 

14..  Read  books  and  magazines  at  home  on  a  regular  basis.  Always  encourage  your 
children  to  visit  the  local  library  with  you. 

5.  Don't  plan  any  activities  for  your  children  during  school  days.  This  includes 
vacations  or  appointments.  It  is  important  for  students  to  be  present  every  day 
of  the  school  year. 

6.  Visit  your  schools.  Always  keep  the  lines  of  communication  open  between  you, 
the  teachers  emd  principals.  It  is  important  to  discuss  very  early  any  problems 
or  concerns  which  are  developing. 

It  isn't  easy  being  a  parent,  but  it  can  be  extremely  rewarding  if  you  make  the  effort 
to  do  it  well. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  Goshen-Lemoster  School  experienced  three  changes  of 
teaO.jn^  personnel  during  198'f.   Mrs.  Janet  Johnson,  former 
teacher  at  the  Unity  School,  replaced  Mrs.  Debra  Ross  as  third/ 
fourth  grade  teacher.   Miss  Holly  Blake,  former  resident  of 
Majne,  succeeded  Miss  Jennifer  Salathe  as  the  Re-^ource  Room  teacher. 
MlsK  Karen  Coronis  of  Newport  assumed  the  part  time  duties  as 
Speech  Therapist,  replacing  Mrs.  Michelle  Feins.   The  school  has 
alVciys  been  fcrtun-ite  to  be  able  tc  replace  resigning  teachers  with 
auallty  nrofesslonals . 
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Anyone  -Tnterinr  the  Goshpn-Lempster  School  will  ImEediately 
note  that  the  scnool  library  Is  the  hub  of  the  school.   It  could 
veil  be  boasted  that  this  facility  is  the  best  of  its  kind  given 
the  size   of  the  pchcol.   Not  only  is  It  attractive  and  central  to 
the  physical  layout,  but  it  is  also  central  to  the  operation  of  the 
bchool.   The  library  tends  to  integrate  and  unify  the  entire  student 
population  through  its  curriculum  and  activities.  The  efficiency 
of  this  operation  Is  directly  attributable  to  our  school  librarian, 
Mrs.  Cheryl  McGinnis.  whose  adeptness  at  organization  and  planning 
has  been  the  key  to  the  facility's  success.  Not  only  is  she 
continually  Involved  with  the  ongoing  process  of  updating  resources, 
reading  materials  and  card  catalog  files,  but  she  also  gives  library 
instruction  on  a  regular  basis,  ensuring  that  each  student  is 
comfortable  with  the  system  of  library  organization.  Her  creativity 
is  such  that  the  students  are  inspired  to  read;  the  library 
atmosphere  is  kept  alive  and  changing  with  bright  monthly  book 
displays  (ie,  "Read  a  Green  Book",  St.  Patrick's  Day;  and  "Hook  a 
Book",  April  fishing  season).   There  isn't  a  person  at  the  Goshen- 
Lempster  School  who  doesn't  appreciate  their  school  library. 

Last  May  saw  another  first  for  the  Goshen-Lempster  School, 
Six  of  Mrs.  Rudenfeldt's  seventh  and  eighth  grade  chorus  members 
were  selected  to  participate  in  the  198'+  Southwest  New  Hampshire 
Junior  High  School  Music  Festival  held  in  Keene,  The  chosen 
students  were  Tanya  Cummlngs  and  Jennifer  Adler  (sopranos); 
Korrie  Cnnela  and  Trixie  Meyette  (altos);  and  Phillip  Tirrell  and 
Marshall  Millwood  (baratones).  They  joined  selected  students 
from  other  area  schools  in  singing  six  selections  which  were  recorded 
In  33  1/3  R.P.M.  stereo, 

Th6  school's  computer  inventory  continues  to  grow.   Presently 
there  are  eight  computers,  two  Koala  Pads,  and  two  color  printers. 
This  past  year,  Mrs.  Rickard  wrote  a  grant  for  the  purchase  of 
computers  for  grades  one  and  two.   The  grant  was  written  in  response 
to  a  noted  lack  of  integration  of  computers  into  the  first  two 
grades.  Each  of  the  two  classrooms  will  have  set-up,  as  an  interest 
center,  the  Commodore  6k   disk  drive  with  the  appropriate  soft-ware 
for  that  age  level. 

The  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills  was  administered  to  students  of 
grades  two,  four,  six  and  eight  in  November.   The  following  chart 
Is  a  suraiiary  of  results.   However,  in  order  to  make  an  effective 
summary,  many  facets  of  the  battery  are  not  listed.   For  example. 
Heading  and  Language  are  comprised  of  subtests  in  spelling, 
punctuation  and  word  usage.  Also,  the  mathematics  section  consists 
of  problem  solving,  concepts  and  computation.  Another  facet  that 
has  been  omitted,  wliich  contributes  to  the  composite  score,  is  a 
test  Oil  the  use  of  visual  aids  (graphs,  charts  and  references).

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The  figures  are  class  averages  and  the  percents  represent  a  National 
Percentile  Rank  (percentage  of  students  nationwide  that  scored  below 
our  students).  One  way  of  considering  this  data  is  to  ccmpare  a 
percent  with  the  national  mean  (50%),      For  instance,  on  the  average, 
the  Eighth  Grade  Class  scored  ^h.8   percentage  points  higher  than  the 
national  mean  for  the  entire  test  (composite).   The  decimal  portion 
of  the  grade  equivalent  Indicates  the  month  of  the  year  completed. 
Considering  the  Fourth  Qrade  Class,  the  students  taking  the  test 
were  at  U.3  (fourth  grade  -  end  of  third  month);  the  results 
indicated  h-,8  (they  did  as  well,  on  the  average,  as  a  fourth  grade 
student  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  month  would  be  expected  to  do). 
It  should  be  noted  that  included  within  these  statistics  are  the 
scores  of  students  who  are  coded  learning  disabled  (many  schools  do 
not  Include  these  scores). 

Tlie  citizens  of  the  Goshen-Lempster  School  District  comprise 
a  local  orgtinizatlon  which,  through  the  vehicle  of  the  elected 
School  Board,  have  developed  an  institution  that  continually 
grows  more  responslvu  to  the  children  and,  in  general,  to  the 
people  of  the  communi^^v.   The  people  may  take  pride  in  their 
strong  commitment  to  public  involvement  which  has  developed 
enormously  in  service  to  the  corr.munity.   Education  is  an 
investment  In  people.   Survival  and  the  quality  of  life  are 
dept^ndent  en  the  quality  of  e&ucntion  provided.
